Sir: 


Referring to your letter of the 6th instant, in regard to the time of advertising for 
proposals for wood. I have to say, that inasmuch as the Director has already decided that the 
contract for wood should be made to cover the same period as that for other supplies. I do not 
deem it advisable to make any change. 


In regard to the coal required for melting purposes. I have to state, that under the terms of 
the advertisement, the right to reject any and all bids, as may be deemed best for the interests of 
the Government, is reserved. 


I recognize fully the force of your remarks in regard to the character of the coal required 
for melting, and whatever action you may take in regard to this matter, upon the bids received, 
will be approved by this office.
